trip. Mrs. Nancy Zwartendyk 
of World Wide Travel pointer) out 
that she can arrange all hotels, 
tours, air connections to other 
points in Europe, travel documents 
and all other arrangements at no 
extra charge to the traveller — a 
fact which many people do not real¬ 
ize. Harald Frohn of SAS mentioned 
that there is a special facility where¬ 
by unlimited air travel for a 3-month 
period is available within Sweden 
at a price of $99.00. Such features 
as these are of interest to anyone 
contemplating a trip to Europe and, 
with the assistance of the travel 
representatives, these features — 
and many others — may be brought 
to the attention of those anticipat¬ 
ing a trip. 

Eric Pierre, who is handling the 
PWA charter in May, and Mrs Niel 
sen, who is handling the Wardair 
charter in July, felt that such a 
meeting would serve the dual pur¬ 
pose of guiding the inexperienced 
traveller who does not always know 
how to proceed, and of informing 
the inexperienced and experienced 
alike of the many possibilities with 
regard to onward connections, spec¬ 
ial facilities available, tours, rail 
passes, etc.

Anybody Going 
To Copenhagen, 
Denmark Soon? 

We will start by telling you about 
City Hall Square (Raadhuspladsen), 
it may well be described as the 
heart of Copenhagen, it is, too the 
popular meeting place of the people 
on red-letter days. From here ex¬ 
tend some of the city’s main thor¬ 
oughfares such as the new broad 
H. C. Andersens Boulevard which 
runs into Langebro, one of the two 
connecting bridges to Amager, and 
the busy thoroughfare leading west¬ 
ward, which at its beginning is 
called Vesterbros Passage. This is 
a popular promenade and an im¬ 
pressive s'ght at night with its myr¬ 
iads of flashing neon signs. 

In spite of its size, Raadhusplad- 
seri has an intimate character. Sur¬ 
rounded by banks, newspaper-offices 
large commercial buildings and res¬ 
taurants, the square is, however, 
dominated by the City Hall with its 
105 metre high tower, from the top 1 
of which can be had a splendid view 
of the city and its environs. The. 
City Hall is used for the official re- ' 
ception of distinguished visitors. 
Within its walls are the City Corpora¬ 
tion chambers as well as a number 
of municipal administrative offices. 

Hours of admission to the towers: 
Sundays and public holidays 
throughout the year, 10:00 a.m. to 
4:00 p.m., further from May 1st to 
June 14th and from September 1st 
to September 30th, Mondays to Fri¬ 
days (inclusive) 12:00 noon to 3:00 
p.m. and Saturdays 9:00 a.m. to 
12:00 noon. In a room off the 
main entrance of the City Hall is 
Jens Olsen’s World Clock which on 
its eighteen dials indicate local 
time, mean time, sideral time and 
the exact time anywhere in the 
world, shows the hours of sunrise 
and sunset, a calendar of movable 
feasts and the position of the stars, 
etc. The construction of the clock 
-— which has twelve movements — 
took more than fifty yeahs to com¬ 
plete. Open to visitors daily. 

So don’t forget to go there if you 
are in Copenhagen. More about 
Copenhagen next month.
